1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Chris Parmelee, on July 17, 2008 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 28 (Canceled). 

2. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1 151, 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1- 39 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

4. The closest prior art of record is US Patent No. 6848048 to Holmes. 
Holmes discloses the method and apparatus for providing verifiable digital 

signatures. However, Holmes does not teach at least a card reader in operative 
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connection with the at least one computer processor, wherein the at least one computer 
processor is programmed to be responsive to at least one second input through the at last 
one input device to cause a remote server to access a private key responsive to the at least 
one financial account number read from the card and cause the at least one electronic 
document for which the visual representation is outputted through the at least one display 
device, to be digitally signed with the private key accessed by the remote server as recited 
by independent claim 1 . Moreover, the missing claimed element from Allen is not found 
in a reasonable number of reference(s). Yet even if the missing claimed element was 
found in a reasonable number of references, a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made would not have been motivated to include this missing 
element in an embodiment in the Holmes. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
